PEOPLE MARCH 1 1 (TEXT OF WHICH ONLY NOW AVAILABLE EMBASSY) 

HE WENT OUT OF HIS WAY TO CASTIGATE LIBYA, QADAFFI PERSONALLY 
AND "THE RANCOROUS AND AGENT FRIVOLERS IN TRIPOLI". NIMEIRI 
CLAIMED THERE HAS BEEN NO CHANGE IN POSITIONS OR LOCATIONS TOP 
COMMAND SUDANESE ARMED FORCES WHICH REMAIN LOYAL. FIRST VICE 
PRESIDENT BAGHIR LIKEWISE SPECIFICALLY SINGLED OUT AS 
ENIOYING NIMEIRI'S FULL CONFIDENCE. ON SUBIECT IMPROVED 
EGYPTIAN/SUDANESE RELATIONS, NIMEIRI HAILED "INTEGRATION" 

BETWEEN TWO COUNTRIES AS "HISTORIC INEVITABILITY" BUT 
STRESSED SUDAN WOULD NVER BE PARTY TO ANY "AXIS" WHICH MIGHT 
WEAKEN ARAB NATION AS A WHOLE. 

2. COMMENT. WHILE LIBYAN/SUDANESE RELATIONS HAVE BEEN 
GLACIAL FOR MONTHS, WE UNAWARE WHAT MAY HAVE PROMPTED NIMEIRI'S 
NEW DIATRIBE. PRESUMABLY EITHER FURTHER LIBYAN EFFORTS 
SUBVERT SUDANESE ABROAD, OR CONCEIVABLY SOME COVERT LIBYAN 
OPERATIONS WESTERN SUDAN (WHICH HAVE BEEN RUMORED) COULD HAVE 
PROVIDED CATALYST. 
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
